General support service 
workers at the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal voted to be represented by the 
Alberta Union of Provincial 
Employees (AUPE) Thursday 
afternoon. 

“We welcome this group of 
health care workers to our un¬ 
ion,” said AUPE president Dan 
MacLennan. “Clearly, they con¬ 
cluded that it did not make sense 
to be the only group of general 
support service employees in the 
entire region without the ben¬ 
efits of union representation.” 

AUPE labour relations man¬ 
ager, Ron Hodgins said that 
AUPE will strive to achieve the 
same level of representation in 
other health regions where a few 
general support service 
worksites remain without union 
representation. 

“The value of membership in 
Alberta’s largest union is obvi¬ 
ous to health care workers,” 
Hodgins said. “We now have 
wall-to-wall certification among 
general support workers in the 
Calgary Health Region,” 
Hodgins added. “Our objective 
is to reach the same level of rep¬ 
resentation in the other re¬ 
gions.”

Drunk driver caught af¬ 
ter motorist calls-in 

A self-described “stupid 
move” has landed a local man 
in hot water. 

Robert Hatyer pleaded guilty 
Jan. 12 operating a motor ve¬ 
hicle with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 milligrams per 
cent.

Cook pleaded guilty to six 
counts including unlawful con¬ 
finement of his girlfriend (now 
wife), failure to stop for police, 
two counts of theft under 
$5000.

Teaming up to 
improve patient 
care

Calgary Health physi¬ 
cians have teamed up with 
four psychiatrists and five 
other mental health practi¬ 
tioners to improve care for 
patients with mental health 
needs, in the Calgary' Health 
Region (CHR). 

They have constructed a 
new program that demon¬ 
strates the government’s 
on-going commitment to pri¬ 
mary health care initiatives 
that give Albertans access to 
the right health service at 
the right time, from the 
right providers. 

The program, based on a 
1998 pilot, better equips fam¬ 
ily physicians to recognize 
mental health symptoms in 
their patients and determine 
a suitable treatment plan. 
Now patients won’t always 
be sent to a cardiologist. 
The program also brings 
family physicians, psychia¬ 
trists, nurses, social work¬ 
ers and psychologists to¬ 
gether for consultation and 
collaboration

“All family physicians 
currently in this program 
report substantially higher 
levels of comfort when treat¬ 
ing their mental health pa¬ 
tients and patients are 
thrilled to be able to see a 
team member in their own 
physician’s office,” said Dr. 
Wendy Tink, regional clini¬ 
cal department head, CHR 
department of family medi¬ 
cine. “As a result, their pa¬ 
tients do not have to wait to 
see a specialist to receive 
needed mental health care, 
or are referred to the appro¬ 
priate specialist if more in¬ 
tensive care is required.” 

The 44 Physicians par¬ 
ticipating in the program 
are funded through an inno¬ 
vative payment plan sup¬ 
ported by the recent agree¬ 
ment between the govern¬ 
ment, the Alberta Medical 
Association, and regional 
health authorities. This 
agreement facilitates im¬ 


proved primary health care 
services and helps ensure 
the best use of health care 
providers. $14.1 million a 
year is provided for the men¬ 
tal health program to better 
compensate physicians for 
time spent conferring with 
other members of the team. 

“This program is a win 
win for everyone involved,” 
said Gary Mar, health min¬ 
ister. “It improves patient 
care and access while mak¬ 
ing out health care system 
more efficient. This is the 
type of innovation recom¬ 
mended in the Mazankowski 
report, and lays the founda¬ 
tion for a new way of deliv¬ 
ering better patient care to 
Albertans.” 

One of the unique aspects 
of this shared mental health 
care model is that psychia¬ 
trists see patients along 
with family physicians. Psy¬ 
chiatrists meet with the fam¬ 
ily physicians on a regular 
basis to provide an opportu¬ 
nity for the family physician 
to increase their psychiatric 
interviewing, diagnostic and 
treatment skills. 

“Not only do we serve the 
patient we see together, but 
the family physician is able 
to use the enhanced knowl¬ 
edge and skills to serve 
other patients in their prac¬ 
tice,” said Dr. Jane 
McCruden, psychiatrist and 
medical director for the pro¬ 
gram. 

The response from pa¬ 
tients has been very posi¬ 
tive, 92 9c say they are very 
satisfied with the psycho¬ 
logical/emotional support 
they received from their fam¬ 
ily physician. 

“We are excited with the 
results already shown by 
this innovative model of 
care delivery,” said Dr. Bob 
Johnston, CHR chief medi¬ 
cal officer. 

“The Shared Mental 
Health Care initiative 
brings together specialists, 
family physicians, mental 
health clinicians and man¬ 
agement to share knowl¬ 
edge, and build upon rela¬ 
tionships all in the interest 
of better patient care for the 
residents of southern Al¬ 
berta.” 

Didsbury Hospital pres¬ 
ently has a program that is 
very similar to the Shared 
Mental Health Care initia¬ 
tive. 

“Didsbury is new to the 
Calgary Health Region,” 
said Howard May, Commu¬ 
nications, Alberta Health 
and Wellness. “The ground 
work for this program has 
been developing since 1998, 
but there is no reason why 
we would not include 
Didsbury in this in the fu¬ 
ture.”

Fish and Wildlife officer and 
chairperson for this year’s 
conference, said its success 
is because of a combined ef¬ 
fort from rural crime watch 
associations in Didsbury, 
Olds and Raven (Caroline 
and area). 

“The people attending 
this conference are members 
of rural crime associations 
who cover their own costs to 
attend, this is a group of 
very dedicated people,” said 
Hogarth. 

Although annual general

Thirty-five of 93 rural 
crime watch associations 
from across Alberta and the 
Northwest Territories were 
represented at this confer¬ 
ence. Many participants 
travelled great distances to 
attend, including twenty in¬ 
dividuals from Smokey Lake 
and a large contingent from 
the Beaver Hill association. 

“Coming together on an 
annual basis, to learn of suc¬ 
cesses in crime prevention is 
very important to groups 
like ours,” said Grant. 
“That’s what we’re all 
about crime prevention.”

I realize Mr. Johnsrude 
that under your doting care 
the old County building gave 
us good service and grew 
bigger. 

In the winter of 2000 you 
stated that the building was 
11,800 sq. feet big, summer 

2001 it was 13,272 sq. feet. 
In the Cohos & Evamy Sept. 

2002 report it grew to 
15,013 sq. feet of usable 
area. I measured it and 
found it to be 16,498 sq. feet 
big two weeks later you Mr. 
Johnsrude told me that it 
was 16,500 sq. feet big. That 
was over a year ago please 
give us an update on how 
big it is now. 

In a County Publication 
from around the year 2000 
it states “Renovate with no 
expansion - $1,850,000 that 
would have given us a lift, 
roof, mechanical, electrical 
and council chamber up¬ 
grades at a price of $156.78 
per sq. foot, while a new 
building costs at that time 
where around $100 per sq. 
foot.

Justice Minister 
Says No

Justice Minister David 
Hancock has said no to a re¬ 
quest by the Town of Sundre 
and four other municipalities to 
appoint a sitting justice of the 
peace in Central Alberta to deal 
with emergency protection or¬ 
ders in cases of domestic vio¬ 
lence. 

However, he has ordered a 
review to make sure the present 
system is working. 

In a letter to Mayor Wayne 
Gent, Hancock claims that the 
existing system, in which vic¬ 
tims of violence can apply for 
the protection orders by phone 
24 hours a day seven days a 
week to Calgary and Edmonton 
hearing offices works better. 

"An on-site sitting justice of 
the peace in Red Deer would 
not be able to provide this level 
of service," Hancock said in the 
letter. 

Hancock says members of 


the RCMP have been specifically 
trained to use the process. 

If the Mounties determine 
that an application is not ap¬ 
propriate in a specific situation, 
the complainant can apply for 
an order in person to the Pro¬ 
vincial Court in Edmonton un¬ 
der a new arrangement estab¬ 
lished two months ago. 

"We do of course, continually 
evaluate service levels and 
strive to improve," the Justice 
Minister said. 

"In light of recent events 
and some concerns being 
raised, we will be reviewing 
the performance of our hear¬ 
ing officers." 

Hancock asked the Mayor 
for specific examples of prob¬ 
lems encountered in Sundre to 
assist in the review. 

The other municipal coun¬ 
cils to ask for a sitting justice 
of the peace were Olds, 
Didsbury, Red Deer and Moun¬ 
tain View County. 





Off highway 
enthusiasts seek 
better high country 
access

Snowmobile, motor cycle, 
mountain bike and ATV own¬ 
ers want to reverse the trend 
that is closing down access to 
high country off-highway rec¬ 
reation west of Sundre. 

And they are willing to con¬ 
tinue and beef up volunteer 
teaching, awareness and self¬ 
policing but think the province 
should provide more resources 
for enforcement against "the 
irresponsible minority." 

"This form of recreation is 
widely popular. It makes for 
healthy families and an appre¬ 
ciation of the outdoors. It has 
to be accommodated (in land 
use planning)," local dairy and 
cow-calf operator Peter 
Schmiemann said in a Round 
Up interview. 

There are 26,000 registered 
snowmobiles and 34,000 regis¬ 
tered ARVs and motorcycles in 
Alberta and as many as 
180,000 non-registered, and 
Schmiemann estimates they 
contribute $1 billion to the pro¬ 
vincial economy, mostly 
through recreational use. 

"We understand that the us¬ 
ers have to take responsibility 
for their actions and for the 
land," Schmiemann said. 

"However, we are losing ac¬ 
cess; trails are being closed." 

Schmiemann and Calvin 
Rakach, president of the Al¬ 
berta Off-Highway Vehicle As¬ 
sociation, will meet Wednesday 
with the Sundre Chamber of 
Commerce to make their case. 


A public meeting in the Olds 
Legion is scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day evening to review the state 
of access to the year-and-a-half 
old Bighorn access management 
plan and the Ghost River ac¬ 
cess management plan cur¬ 
rently being developed. 

The meeting will also pro¬ 
vide an opportunity to discuss 
the issues and controversies 
surrounding off-highway vehi¬ 
cle recreation, Schmiemann 
said. 

A presentation to Town 
Council January 12 prompted 
Mayor Wayne Gent to fire off a 
letter to Premier Ralph Klein 
in which he noted that "off 
highway vehicle users are more 
than willing to work with gov¬ 
ernments to protect our lands 
for the people and for our fu¬ 
ture generations." 

Schmiemann acknowledged 
that critics of off highway ve¬ 
hicle recreation are sceptical of 
the future of the activity be¬ 
cause of some abuses. 

However, he believes that 
collaboration between govern¬ 
ment, and all high country land 
users, including multi-purpose 
recreation activities, will result 
in a better outcome of all the 
interested parties than simply 
and arbitrarily closing off the 
high country. 

"Numerous individuals, 
clubs and associations with 
hundreds of active members 
contribute tens of thousands of 
volunteer hours and dollars 
annually to deal with issues at 
the grass roots level," he said.

What if you could skate like 
the wind. 

Sound intriguing? Jo-anne 
McAvena says it is possible 
with the powerful techniques 
taught through the company 
she and her husband Daryl re¬ 
cently formed; “Performance 
Endurance Powerskating". 
The McAvenas will be in town 
weekly until March 4th to de¬ 
liver their expertise to young¬ 
sters in Didsbury at the 
Powerskating Clinic. 

The Powerskating sessions 
are being organized through 
the Didsbury Skating Club 
and taught through 
McAvena’s company. 

According to McAvena, 
powerskating should be the 
first skill any athlete hones 


when working at ice sports 
such as hockey, ringette or 
figure skating. The actual 
theory of powerskating the 
McAvenas teach focuses on 
three different aspects of 
skating: balance, stroking 
and full stride. 

“What we teach will give 
you a stronger, more efficient 
stride, so you actually don't 
have to do as many strides 
to go as fast or faster,” she 
explains, adding, “...It 
works a lot on endurance too 
which is good to learn if you 
are trying to improve our 
skating abilities for team 
sports.” 

Jo-anne McAvena and her 
husband Daryl formed their 
company out of their home¬ 


town, Madden, about a year 
ago. 

In addition to running 
Powerskating clinics at com¬ 
munities such as Didsbury. 
the couple also run an annual 
summer hockey camp in 
Airdrie. 

“We usually hold them 
starting about mid-August,” 
says McAvena.

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QUESTION: Does the middle child really have greater 
adaptive problems than her siblings? 

DR. DOBSON: The middle child does sometimes find it 
more difficult to establish her identity within the family. 
She enjoys neither the status of the eldest nor the atten¬ 
tion given to the baby. Furthermore, she is likely to be 
born at a busy period in the life of her parents, and espe¬ 
cially her mother. Then during her preschool years, her 
precious territory is invaded by a cute little newborn who 
steals Mama from her. Is it any wonder that she often asks, 
“Who am I and where is my place in life?” 

QUESTION: What can I do to help my middle child 
figure out who she is? 

DR. DOBSON: Parents should take steps to ensure the 
identity of all their children, not just as members of the 
family, but as unique individuals. This is especially needed 
on behalf of middle children. Let me offer a couple of sug¬ 
gestions that will illustrate what I mean. 

1. It is meaningful for Dad or Mom to “date” each child, 
one at a time, periodically. The other kids should not be 
told where they are going until it is revealed afterward by 
the chosen child. They can play miniature golf, go bowl¬ 
ing, play basketball, eat tacos or pizza, or visit a skating 
rink. The choice of activities should be made by the child 
whose turn has arrived. 

2. Ask each offspring to design his or her own flag, which 
can be sewn in canvas or cloth. That flag can then flown 
in the front yard on the child’s “special” days, celebrating 
birthdays, good grades, athletic achievements and so forth. 

There are other ways to accomplish the same purpose. 
The target, again, is to plan activities that emphasize one 
child’s individuality apart from his identity within the 
group. 

QUESTION: My marriage has been a very unsatisfy¬ 
ing thing for me. I would divorce my husband if it were 
not for my concern for our three children. What does the 
research say about the impact of divorce on kids? 

DR. DOBSON: It’s now known that emotional devel¬ 
opment in children is directly related to the presence of 
warm, nurturing, sustained and continuous interaction 
with both parents. Anything that interferes with the vital 
relationship with either mother or father can have lasting 
consequences for the child. 

One landmark study revealed that 90 percent of chil¬ 
dren from divorced homes suffered from an acute sense of 
shock when the separation occurred, including profound 
grieving and irrational fears. Fifty percent reported feel¬ 
ing rejected and abandoned, and indeed half of the fathers 
never came to see their children three years after the di¬ 
vorce. 

One-third of the boys and girls feared abandonment by 
the remaining parent, and 66 percent experienced yearn¬ 
ing for the absent parent with an intensity that research¬ 
ers described as overwhelming. 

Most significant, 37 percent of the children were even 
more unhappy and dissatisfied five years after the divorce 
than they had been at 18 months. In other words, time did 
not heal their wounds. 

That’s the real meaning of divorce. It is certainly what 
I think about, with righteous indignation, when I see infi¬ 
delity and marital deceit portrayed on television as some 
kind of exciting game for two. 

The bottom line is that you are right to consider the 
welfare of your children in deciding whether or not to seek 
a divorce. As empty as the marital relationship continues 
to be for you, it is likely, from what I know of your circum¬ 
stances, that your kids will fare better if you choose to 
stick it out.

GRIZZLY’S UPDATE: 


Bell tolls for Grizzlys eight times

After every goal scored by 
the Olds Grizzlys on home ice 
the bell tolls. 

And on Thurs. Jan. 15, the 
bell ringer was kept busy as 
the Olds Grizzlys dented the 
twine eight times enroute to 
a convincing 8-1 victory over 
the Crowsnest Pass 
Timberwolves. 

Right from the opening 
face-off, the Grizzlys were the 
dominating team holding a 2- 
1 lead after the first period 
and a 6-1 margin after forty 
minutes of play. 

In the first stanza, the 
Grizzlys received goals off the 
sticks of Jimmy Kerr and 
Tyler Grover. Replying for the 
Timberwolves was Theran 
Bremner on the first shot di¬ 
rected at Grizzlys’ netminder 
Cole Anderson midway 
through the period. Because 
of their dominance, the 
Grizzlys fired eighteen shots 
at Timberwolves tender, Reese 
St. Goddard, in the opening 
twenty minutes. 

On two goal efforts by 
Tyler Hilbert and Brett 
Hopfe, the Grizzlys netted 
four unanswered goals in the 
middle frame and outshot the 
Timberwolves 14-5. 

During the third period, 
the Grizzlys failed to let their 
guard down and blinked the 
red light two more times as 
Kerr, with his second marker 


of the game, and Bill 
Vandermeer notched goals. 

Three of the Grizzlys’ goals 
came on the power play. 

When the final buzzer 
sounded, the Grizzlys had 
peppered Goddard with 48 
shots while Anderson finished 
the game with fourteen saves. 

In some ways, the on¬ 
slaught of offensive produc¬ 
tion was needed to restore the 
players’ confidence as they 
were involved in low scoring 
games prior to their hook up 
with the Timberwolves. 

“We needed a game with 
lots of scoring because we 
haven’t had one for a long 
time,” said Grizzlys’ Head 
Coach/General Manager, 
Brett Cox. 

According to Cox, the 
coaching staff was satisfied 
with the players’ efforts and 
the work ethic was never ques¬ 
tioned even after the Grizzlys 
opened a wide margin on the 
scoreboard. 

“All the players contributed 
to this win and they played 
hard right up to the final 
buzzer,” said Cox, noting the 
work ethic of the players has 
never been questioned 
throughout the season. 

“It was a total team effort 
tonight and the coaches liked 
everyone on the ice,” Cox 
added. 

With the team’s roster now 
confirmed, Cox believes the 
Grizzlys have a line-up capa¬ 


ble of contending for the 
AJHL championship. 

“Actually, our season this 
year started after we were 
eliminated by the Camrose 
Kodiaks from the play-offs 
last season,” Cox noted. 

When the Grizzlys left the 
ice last season, Cox indi¬ 
cated the veteran players 
made a commitment to cap¬ 
ture the league champion¬ 
ship this year and they are 
focussed on bringing the 
AJHL championship back to 
Olds. 

In the next eleven nights, 
the Grizzlys will play seven 
games. 

At the all-star break, the 
Grizzlys had played the 
fewest games and had three 
games in hand on the 
Kodiaks, leaders of the 
Rogers AT&T Wireless 
South Division. 

“If we happen to make 
those games up and win, it’s 
great,” concluded Cox. 

Cox indicated the coaches 
are not too worried about 
the games in hand. 

Right now all they are 
focussed on is seeing a 
steady improvement in the 
team’s play and gaining mo¬ 
mentum heading into the 
post season. 

Because the team has set 
the goal of claiming the 
league championship, Cox 
noted the coach’s job of mo¬ 
tivating the players before 


each game is a lot easier. 

This week, the Grizzlys en¬ 
tertain the St. Albert Saints at 
home on Thurs. Jan. 22, travel 
to Drumheller to play the Drag¬ 


ons on Fri. Jan.23 and return 
to the friendly confines of the 
Olds Sportsplex on Sat. Jan.24 
for a return engagement against 
the Timberwolves.
